THE ELECTION. 
A TALE.——BY MISS MITFORD. 

A few years back a gentleman of the 
name of Danby came to reside in a small 
decayed borough town—whether in Wilt- 
shire or Cornwall matters not to our story, 
although in one of those counties the afore- 
said town was probably situste, being what 
is called a close borough, the joint property 
of two noble families. Mr. Danby was evi- 
dently a man of large fortune, and that for- 
tune as evidently acquired in trade,— indeed 
he made no more secret of the latter cir- 
cumetance than the former. He built him- 
self a large, square, red house, equally ugly 
and commodious, just without the town; 
walled in a couple of acres of ground for a 
kitchen garden; kept a heavy one-horse 
chaise;a stout pony, and a brace of -grey- 
hounds; and having furnished his house 
solidly and handsomely, and arranged his 
domestic affairs to his heart’s content, be- 
gan to look about amongst his neighbours; 
scraped acquaintance with the lawyer, the 
apothecary, and the principal tradesmen; 
subscribed to the reading room and the bil- 
liard room;’became a member of the bowl- 
ing green-and the cricket club, and took as 
lively an interest in the affairs of his new 
residence, as if he had been born and bred 
in the borough. 

Now thi interest, however agreeable to 
hunself, was by no means equally condu- 
cive to the quiet and comfort of the place. 
Mr. Danby was a little, square, dark man, 
with a cocked-up nose, a good-humoured, 
but very knowing sinile, a pair of keen black 
eyes, a loud voluble speech, and a prodi- 
gious activity both of mind and body. His 
very look betokened his character,—and 
that character was one not uncommon 
among the middle ranks of Englishmen. In 
short, besides being, as he often boasted, a 
downright John Bull, the gentleman was a 
reformer, zealous and uncompromising as 
ever attended a dinner at the Crown and An- 
chor, or made a harangue in Palace-yard. 
He read Cobbett; had his own scheme for 
the redemption of tithes; and a plan, which, 
not understanding, I am sorry | cannot un- 
dertake to explain, for clearing off the na- 
tional debt without loss or injury to any 
body. 
Besides these great matters, which may 
rather be termed the theorique than the 
practique of reform, and which are at least 
perfectly inoffensive, Mr. Danby conde- 
scended to smaller and more worrying ob- 
servances; and was, indeed, so strict and 
jealous a guardian of the purity of the cor- 
poration, and the incorruptibility of the ves- 
try, that an alderman could not wag a fin- 
ger, or a churchwarden stir a foot, without 
being called to account by this vigilant de- 
fender of the rights, liberties, and purses of 
the people. He was, beyond a doubt, the 
most troublesome man in the parish—and 
that is a wide word. In the matter of re- 
ports and inquiries Mr. Hume was but a 
type of him. He would mingle economy 
with a parish dinner, and talk of retrench- 
ment at the mayor’s feast; brought an ac- 
lion, under the turnpike act, against the 
clerk and treasurer of the commissioners of 
the road; commenced a suit in chancery 
with the trustees of the charity school; and 
finally, threatened to open the borough— 
that is to say, to support any candidate who 
should offer to oppose the nominees of the 
two great families, the one whig and the 
other tory, who now possessed the two seats 
in parliament as quietly as their own heredi- 
tary estates;—an experiment which recent 
instances of successful opposition in other 
places rendered not a little formidable to 
the noble owners. 

What added considerably to the trouble- 
some nature of Mr. Danby’s inquisitions 
was, the general cleverness, ability, and in- 
formation of the individual. He was not a 
man of classical education, and knew little 
of books; but with things he was especially 
conversant. Although very certain that 
Mr. Danby had been in business, nobody 
could guess what that business had —_ 
None came amiss to him, He ha the

rule and the yard with equal dexterity; as- 
tonished the butcher by his insight into the 
mysteries of fattening and dealing; and the 
grocer by his familiarity with the sugar and 
coffee markets; disentangled the perplexi- 
ties of the confused mass of figures in the 
parish books with the dexterity of a sworn 
accomptant; and was so great upon points 
of law, so ready and accurate in quoting 
reports, cases, and precedents, that he would 
certainly have passed for a retired attorney, 
but forthe zeal and alertness with which, at 
his own expense, he was apt to rush into 
lawsuits. 

With so remarkable a genius for turmoil, 
it is not to be doubted that Mr. Danby, in 
spite of many excellent agd sterling quali- 
ties, succeeded in drawin¥® upon himself no 
small degree of odium. The whole corpo- 
ration were officially his enemies; but his 
principal opponent, or rather the person 
whom he considered as his principal oppo- 
nent, was Mr. Cardonnel, the rector of the 
parish, who, besides several disputes pending 
between them (one, especially respecting 
the proper situation of the church organ, 
the placing of which harmonious instrument 
kept the whole town in discord for a twelve- 
month,) was married to the Lady Elizabeth, 
sister of the Ear! of B., one of the patrons 
of the borough; and being, as well as his 
wife, a very popular and amiable character, 
was justly regarded by Mr. Danby as one 
of the chief obstacles to his projected re- 
form. — 

Whilst, however, our reformer was, from 
the most patriotic motives, doing his best or 
his worst to dislike Mr. Cardonnel, events 
of a very different nature were gradually 
operating to bring them together. 

Mr. Danby’s family consisted of a wife, 
—a quiet lady-like woman, with very ill 
health, who did little else than walk from 
her bed to her sofa, eat water gruePand 
drink soda water,—and of an only daughter 
who was, ina word, the very apple of her 
father’s eye. 

Rose Danby was indeed a daughter of 
whom any father might have been proud.— 
Of middle height and exquisite symmetry, 
with a rich, dark, glowing complexion, a 
profusion of glossy, curling, raven hair, large 
affectionate black eyes, and a countenance 
at once so sweet and so spirited, that its 
constant expression wus hke that which a 
smue gives to other faces. Her temper and 
understanding were in exact keeping with 
such a countenance—playful, gentle, clever, 
and kind; and her accomplishments and ac- 
quirements of the very highest order. When 
her father entered on his new residence she 
nad just completed her fifteenth year; and 
he, unable longer to dispense with the plea- 
sure of her society, took her from the ex- 
cellent school near London, at which she 
had hitherto been placed, and determined 
that her education should be finished by 
masters at home.

A rule for a new trial was lately granted in 
the Excuisn Covrt uF ExcHrQvueER, on 
the ground of misconduct in the Jury. The case 
was one which involved the validity of a mar- 
riage. After the Jury had been locked up to- 
gether, the officer in attendence learned, by 
listening to t discussions, that they were 
equally divided if opinion. They discussed the 
matter again, and, on & second division, they 
stood sevento fire. One wanted to toss up & 
penny, but this was rejected. Another proposed 
to draw straws. Silence followed, for some mi- 
nutes, and then voices were heard, exclaiming, 
* There, then, ’tis for the plaintiff.'"—The Jury 
then knocked, and, going into Court, gave their 
verdict. This took place on Saturday night, 
when these twelve good men and true expected 
to be kept locked up till Monday morning, in 
case they could not agree before midnight. 

We annex the commentary of the MornincG 
Curonicte on this proceeding:—“‘It seems very 
hard on jurors that they should be obliged to 
perjure themselves in all cases where opposite 
convictions are entertained, by one part giving 
way to another, and that evidence should be re- 
ceived as to any of the various devices by which 
they determine amoug themselves which should 
give way. If it be urged that drawing lots may 
have the effect of making the minority give way 
to the majority, we answer, that the law consi- 
ders it of no consequence whether the majority 
yield to the minority or the minority to the ma- 
jority, otherwise it would have declared that the 
ver@ict should be determined by the majority.— 
It not onfrequently happens that an obstinate 
fellow, who makes nothing of a long fast, will 
conquer the whole of his brother jurors, and con- 
sequently force them to perjare themselves. The 
law, by requiring unanimity, thereby declares 
itself indifferent to all bat the fact of obtaining a 
verdict; and the quo modo, seeing that convic- 
tion is out of the question, seems really not ne- 
cessary in any case to be known. In Ireland we 
believe it was long the approved practice to pro- 
duce unanimity by boxing; and an obstinate fel- 
low, under such circumstances, soon found it 
convenient to give in. Drawing lots is not only 
an improvement upon boxing; but in the opinion 
of many, we suapect, Would be deemed an im- 
provement if made universal in law suits. The 
difierence between the present mode of conduct- 
ing a law suit and having recourse at once to 
lots, is, that in the former there is the same un- 
certainty as to result, with great delay, and a 
heavy expenditure superadded. At present it 
seems to be understood that thero is in general 
no law applicable to the case when the law suit 
is commenced, and that the object of the judi- 
cial inquiry is to enable the Judge to make the 
law at the expense of parties. Drawing lots 
would at once put the belligerents out of pain. 
But because drawing lots might be advanta- 
geously resorted to in the very outset, it does 
not follow, when the Jurors are enciosed, that 
they should not then have recourse to it. Atall 
events, we should think it incumbent on those 
who object to jurors who disagree having re- 
course to the measure, to point out another more 
rational. When conviction cannot be obtained, 
there must be some mode of discovering who are 
to give way, and when the giving way is to take 
place.’’ 








The following remarks on the probability of 
successful mediation between Russra and Tur- 
KEY are from a late number of the London Cov- 
R1IER:—“ The time is now arrived for ascertaining 
that which could not be done during the heat 
and pressure of inilitary operations—the disposi- 
tion of the belligerents towards negotiation and 
peace. Neither of them will make the first ad- 
vances, because neither will seem to acknowledge 
by such a step that peace is more necessary to 
him than to his antagonist. But other nations 
may offer their mediation. Indeed it has been 
reported that this has been already done by Aus- 
tria to the Porte. We doubt this, beause we 
think it would hardly be a politic step in Austria 
to do it, except in concert with other powers.— 
To make it palatable to both belligerents, it 
should be a joint overture on the part of France, 
England, and Austria. Prussia might be united 
with them, as a counterbalance to the principles 
which Austria is supposed to entertain upon the 
subject of the war—Or perhaps the mediation 
might be more acceptable if offered by France 
and England alone. But we reluctantly incline 
to the belief, that every attempt at mediation 
will, at present, be ineffectual. Russia has not 
realised the expectations that were entertained 
of her at the commencement of the campaign, 
and the Sultan has surpassed them. The suc- 
cesses have been too nearly balanced (Varna ha- 
ving been delivered up by the mutiny of the se- 
cond in command ;) and this very equality, which 
might seem to render negotiation more probable, 
will be the means of preventing it. There will 
probably be = second campaign.”’ 

An article in the same paper, a few days ear- 
lier, in which the expectation of a speedy peace 
seemed to be much more strongly entertained, 
gave occasion to these observations in the Pa- 
nis Journal des Debdats:—‘* With Russia the 
question is no longer that of a mere Ottoman 
war; it is one which involves her rank and posi- 
tion in Europe. With the Turks it is, in Ham- 
let’s words, ‘‘ to be, or not to be.”’ Russia no 
longer thinks only of claiming a pecuniary in- 
demnity, or the free navigation of the Black 
Sea. Things have been raised to too high a 
pitch; the attention of Europe, nay of Asia

We are at this 
moment plated on that’ Tine of passage where 
the most clear-sighted can only perceive the per- 
plexities of the future without discovering any 
possible solution. There is no doubt that Aus- 
tria and England are essentially Anti-Muscovite. 
Austria moves not, because she dreads the inse- 
curity of her position in Italy; and nothing less 
than a vietorious invasion beyond the Danube by 
the Ottoman army could induce her to trust an 
ally, not less celebrated for great reverses than 
for great successes. The Turks rush forth like 
an overflowing torrent, but do not long occupy 
the territory they have gained. Far different is 
the case with the Russians; amongst them reigns 
a spirit of order and constancy, which the Turks, 
whatever may be said to the contrary, are far 
from possessing. Should Austria make on her 
frontiers demonstrations inimical, or only un- 
friendly, to Russia, she would have to feel the 
ardour of the Poles, which the Russian ambition 
might let loose upon her flank. The wisdom of 
so many years, her favourite statu quo, might 
vanish into smoke. It is clear, therefore, that 
in spite of her natural inclination, and even of 
her passions, Austria will ponder long and deeply 
before she ventures to interfere in this quarrel; 
neither will she ever attempt it without the aid 
of England. In Italy the Greek and Muscovite 
causes appear but one, and Austria is hostile to 
the Greeks.. England has appeared to favour 
them, in order to render it unnecessary for Rus- 
sia to interfere in their behalf. Should England 
be the ally of Austria, Italy would probably re- 
main tranquil, and the appearance of an English 
fleet on its coasts would extinguish in the bold- 
est the désire of an open defection; for it will be 
long before she is ripe for the destinies of which 
she dreams, and towards which she rushes in 
hope. This, however, is on the supposition that 
France would remain neutral, as, at the first as- 
pect, she seems to be the power least interested 
in the quarrel.’’ 

** It is definitively to England that the task of 
changing, modifying, or complicating the Otto- 
man question is reserved. Should her triemphant 
fleets eater the Black Sea in hostility to Russia, 
the latter will not only have to contead with 
them on the actual seat of war, but all along the 
coast of her Asiatic possessions. The Porte 
then might resume the offensive in regions more 
necessary to the integrity of her existence than 
the often disputed possessions of Moldavia and 
Wallachia. It is principally on the Caucasian 
frontiers that the question between the Rus- 
sians and the Turks assumes a vital importance. 
All the projects of the Russians have long been 
to civilize materially the regions of Caucasus. 
From the day that George has owned her sway 
and done her homage, Russia, has ceased to be 
confined within the deserts of the Bast From 
that moment she has menaced at once the exis- 
tence of two great empires, Persia and Turkev. 
Peace between Persia and the cabinet of St. 
Petersburgh depends, under such circumstances, 
on the policy of Great Britain. The councils of 
the Porte have perhaps little influence at Tehe- 
ran, and want of foresight may keep the Persians 
at a distance from the Turks, whom they alrea- 
dy detest on account of their religious differen- 
ces. But England seems wholly disinterested in 
the cause of the Schah, and pure friendship ap- 
pears to form the bond of their alliance. Should 
she, therefore, find it necessary to shake the 
Muscovite power in its Caucasian possessions, 
and to strengthen Persia and Turkey in that di- 
rection, she will use all her means for that pur- 
pose, and it will then be seen whether tbe eman- 
cipation of Ireland, now &s good as determined 
in her councils, was merely a temporary question 
of necessity, or resulted from the combinations 
of a larger foresight, to enable her, should the 
occasion arise, to hurl her whole might abroad, 
with as much energy as she once did on the con- 
tinent, when she struggled hand to hand, by al- | 
liances and the sword, with the French revolu- 
tion. We cannot repeat it too often: should the 
present contest continue, and its events be fa- 
vourable to the Russians, the whole future sc- | 
curity of Austria is involved. With England the 
case is different, and only affects in a distant 
manner her Asiatic interests, although it raises 
a fresh question by the development of the ma- 
ritime power of Russia in the Black Sea. But, 
as far as Russia herself is concerned, she has 
either to conquer, and to acquire a predomina- 
ting influence over the destinies of Europe, or 
to be thrown back for a whole century. The 
question is with her, as it were one of life or 
death. Who can doubt that in such cireum- 
stances France has, and will have, an impor- 
tant part to perform? We may, however, af. 
firm, that she will enter as late as possible into 
the quarrel, and that she will not even do so 
without the aid of powerful alliances.”’

CURE FOR A COLD. 


As this is the season when severe colds are 
very prevalent, I have taken the liberty to send 
for publication, the following receipt, which I 
found very effectual ig my own case. 

Take one teaspoonful of flaxseed, with two 
penny worth of stick liquorice, and a quarter of 
a pound of sun raisins. Put them in two quarts 
of soft water; and let it simmer over a slow 
fire, till it is reduced to one; then add toit a 
quarter of a pound of brown sugar candy, pound- 
ed—a table spoonful of white wine vinegar or 
lemon juice. 

Note.—The vinegar is best to be added only 
to that quantity you are going immediately to 
take; for if put into the whole, it is liable ina 
little time, to grow flat. 

Directions.—Drink half a pint at going to 
bed, and take a little when the cough is trouble- 
some. 

This receipt generally cures the worst of colds 
in two or three days, and if taken in time may 
be said to be almost an infallible remedy! It is 
a sovereign balsamic cordial for the lungs, with- 
out the opening qualities, which endanger fresh 
colds on going out. It has been known to cure 
colds, that have almost been settled into con- 
sumption, in less than three weeks. 

The preparation is a tea spoonful of vinegar 
to half a pint of the medicine. 


TREES. 

Trees should be planted as they stood before, 
i. e. the side which formerly faced the south to 
be placed again in the same direction; as a guide 
the bark should be marked before the tree is 
moved. 

When a young tree makes two or three shoots 
from the root, and the object is quantity of tim- 
ber or fire woed, all the shoots should be pre- 
served or encouraged, as each will attain nearly 
the same size as single trunked trees which grow 
near them. But when there are several shoots 
from the eame root we believe they are less apt 
to grow straight than where they stand indepen- 
dent of each other. 

It is an infallible sign of hcllowness, or want 
of soundness in a tree, when there is a swelling 
vein, which evidently discovers itself above the 
rest of the trunk, although invested with bark, 
and which often encircles the tree like ivy. 

As woodpeckers have not power to penetrate 
a sound tree, if they attack it, rottenness has 
commenced, and it is time to cut it for fuel, or 
other purposes. ‘Ihe object of woodpeckers in 
pecking a tree is to extract the insects which 
are preying uponit. They are, therefore, friendly 
to its growth; although they have sometimes 
been destroyed through a mistaken view of their 
services, by the persons who were benefitted by 
their labors.—.V. E. Farmer.
